In the final analysis, the only 
way to make absolutely sure 
whether a statesman intends to 
follow up his preparations and 
actually carry out this or that 
action is to ask him; and even 
this will not prevent him from 
changing his mind later on. Had 
the Japanese bombing of Peart 
Harbour been cancelled at the Jast 
moment, American _ intelligence 
would have found itself ¢ ing 
wolf; its warning would ve 
been filed away with many pre- 
vious false alarms and its cre- 
dibility would have suffered. 


If these examples can terch us 
anything, it surely is that no 
intelligence service, excellent as 
it may be, can furnish a govern- 
ment with a 100 per cent fool- 
proof warning ainst surprise 
attack. Since 1941, moreover, 
technological advances have, on 
the whole, favoured the aggressor 
{po better proof of that than 

© present war as compared with 
the previous one), so that the 
chances of achieving surprise are 
now greater than ever. Hence, 
our plans should ‘be constructed 
in such a way as to allow for 
the fact that surprise is always 
possible. 

The present war has shown 
that not even “the world’s most 
formidable anti-tank ditch” [8 
inviolable; but as long as our 
frontiers are sufficien remote 
to allow us to trade sand for 
time, this does not greatly 
matter. This, if anything, is the 
meaning of the “secure borders” 
Israel is striving for.

“The enormous pressure under 
which the new State laboured in 
matters of security, development and 
tamigrant absorption... was felt 
very acutely in rural settlement: 
the extended and hostile borders had 
to be settled fast; thinly inhabited 
areas waited to be filled, ao that 
the new State's claim to them should 
not be disputed... food and other 
staples had to be provided for the 
increasing population, and to re- 
place the lost production of the 
former Arab sector...” 

Under these pressures, the ros- 
ponaible plannera often had to im- 
provise, without ‘the leisire to test 
all ideas thoroughly, As a result, 
things often went awry, and expec- 
tations had often to be lowered in 
the face of experience. In particular, 
the new mostavim lost more than 
one third of their getttera in the 
first 10 years after 1948, and very 
few were able to achieve the eco~ 
Romic and social goals outlined in 
the central plans. Within these broad 
experiences, Individual moshavim dif-

THDRD ARE two branches to the 
dlacussion that follows from thia con- 
clusion — one of which traces the 
reasons for this differential success, 
while the other conaldera the effects 
of differonces in success. As for the 
causes, it may be difficult to demon- 
strate directly that the authorities 
were more concerned with certain 
groups to the detriment of others — 
and perhaps this is why Weintraub 
and Associates preferred to suggest 
this possibility indirectly — but such 
manifestly political reagons obvious- 
ly remain for future enquiry. That 
is, all the new rural settiementa 
‘wero, Initially, equally unequlpped for 
their new economic and social life 
but some were structurally more 
Primed for easy adaptation than 
were others, and the State authorl- 
ties seem to have been particularly 
Insensitive to these distinctions. 


In general, those from European 
backgrounds regarded their new be- 
ginning as something of a lowering 
of their former status, and appear 
to have been highly motivated to- 
ward achievement and economic im- 
provement, even if this required 


Those with Oriental ‘backgrounds, 
on the other hand, were rather in- 
clined to view their new altuation as 
in itself, a measure of upward mo- 
billty, and were therefore more Hke- 
ly to guard themselves conser- 
vatlvely against any backward alip- 
page. : 


THIS FINDING has an im δ 
bearing on the soclological study of 
stratification, and is therefore an 
{mportant contribution to the under- 
developed Mnkage between theories 
of modernization and social diffe- 
rentiation. While a deeper conai- 
deration of thia contribution is of in- 
terest largely to the specialist, the 
finding does have immediate appll- 
cation to the improvement of policy 
making in the realm of political 
realities, . 

The authors underline this em-

outlined. What of the effects? Here, 
the findings are equally revealng of 
the existence of divergent cultures. 
In particular, the intended patterns 
of Internal democracy and group de- 
cision-making outlined by Viteles 
were often bypassed In the consoli- 
dation of economic goala: and, again 
it was often the Oriental settlements 
that did not adapt to the plans. 


IN “CAVE DWBLLERS and Citrua 
Growers," Harvey Ἐ. Goldberg fo- 
Cuséa on o single moshav (of Libyan 
Jews) and presents in fine detail a 
pattern revealed more broadly In 
Welntraub and Associates’ larger 
work. Goldberg's vehicle was a close 
reconstruction of the former life of 
these moshnovnika in their place of 
origin, and tthe attempt to recon- 
struct their life in fsrael. In brief, 
Goldberg was led to the conclusion 
that any new elements in the Hfe 
of the community he studied were 
to be found in the economic sphere, 
and that political and social rela- 
tionships were almost wholly trans- 
ferred from the previous 1178 in Li-~

Ag we may expect from a good 
traditional anthropologist, Goldberg 
very gingerly avolds any ‘value 
judgemente. Weintraub and Agso- 
elates are less cautious in this re- 
gard, and explicitly offer the con- 
Clusion implied by Goldberg's find- 
Inge: the confusion.of goals in the 
new moshavy, particularly among 
those constituted of Oriental immi- 
grants, led to a structure in which 
the development of democratic va- 
lues was sacrificed on the altar of 
economic success, ᾿ 

No one ig to blame for thie, but 
the result bas telling consequences 
for our larger view of the work- 
ings of Israel society. Simply, there 
ig 8. multitude of societies, marked 
by distinct value cleavages. Behind 
the hedgerows indicated by Jewish 
National Mund dnd Keren Hayescd 
signs dotting the Tsraeli highways 
lurk many universes, and we do no 
justice to our people if we empha- 
sise only the very surface indica- 
tions ‘of ‘national homogeneity, . 

This {a not, of course, a unique 


suggestion, but one that is perhaps 


‘not’ made often enough. Tt is en- 
couraging, therefore, to. see works 
‘such ‘as these two whith are part 
of a growing Uterature on the an- 
thropology .of Israel, and which make 
ua’ more ‘senattive to divergent pat- 
terns of thought and perception.

As such, it does not provide a fo- 
cused enquiry into a stated theme, 
but is rather a collection of impres- 
sions offered by the representatives 
of ἃ number of countries interest- 
ed in the problems of rural indus- 
triaHzation, and their suggestions 
for future action. 


The section on the industriallza- 
tlon of Israel’s kibbutz sector oc- 
cuples a large part of the volume: 
indeed, the motivation for having the 
conference here came from ithe par- 
ticipants’ realization that the kib- 
butz experience was the most ad- 
vanced ag regards their interests. 
The tone of the volume and its 
Price limit its appeal to the spe- 
clalist. But there are aspects of the 
discussion on the kibbutz that should 
be brought to the attention of the 
general Israell reader. One of the 
Centra] questions posed in the Israeli 
setting was the following: 

“Is it really possible to create in- 
dustries based on cooperative prin- 
ciples? Ia it possible to avold a 
clash between the cooperative egall- 
tarlan and democratile principles and 
the functional needs of industrial 
enterprise and organization for hier- 
archy, for bureaucratization, and 80- 
olal and economic differentiation 
based on the necessity of speclaliza- 
ton? What will win in such a 
struggle, cooperative logic or indus- 
trial determination?” 

Of course, the moshav and kib- 
butz problems emerged at very dif- 
ferent phases of their development, 
but we do see here a almilar ques- 
tion to that posed in the moshav 
as to the relation between political 
and economic goals. Since the over- 
whelming majority of kibbutzim — 
and kibbutzniks — have @uropean 
or Wnglish-apeaking ‘backgrounds, 
we will not find the anewer to lie 
in differences in cultural response. 
‘We can also accept that moat klb- 
butzim have been able to approxi- 
mate the kind of internal political 
structure that Viteles posited as the 
goal of: the UJewlsh commune.
